Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other connments: The applicant's representative (AR) and examiner discussed 
generally the future direction of the case. AR stated that he was considering including arguments in his response to 
attempt to differentiate the operation of the invention from the references applied in the obviousness rejection, in an 
attempt to overcome the rejection. The arguments may focus on the differences between the claimed invention, and 
applicant's closest prior art, the Rosevear patent, no. 4,669,891. AR stressed the differences between Rosevear and 
the instant application, particularly the fact that in Rosevear, the time display, and particulariy the twilight display, is in 
constant motion across the display face, whereas in the instant application, the twilight indication is static. The 
examiner stated that arguments as described above from the AR would be welcome in an attempt to distinguish the 
intvention from the prior art, but that at this time, the examiner could not determine if such arguments or similar 
arguments would be considered sufficient to overcome the current prior art rejections. Other differences between the 
invention and the prior art of Rosevear were discussed, particularly the fact that while Rosevear uses area codes to 
determine location, the current invention uses latitude and longitude to provide a more precise indication of location. 
The examiner stated that he thought arguments along these lines may not be successful in overcoming the prior art 
rejections, as even if such arguments overcame the particular rejection applied in the previous office action, the field of 
art was crowded with examples of various methods, including using latitude and longitude, to detennine precise 
location for use in operation of timepieces. 
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
